the m aking of dentures. 
One of the earliest Am erican 
dental 
m em orials 
w as 
George 
W ashington’s teeth, ex hib ited in 
Baltim ore on the occasion of the 
centenary seleb ration and which 
w ere m ade of hippopotam us b one. 
I suppose the greatest advance 
that has b een m ade in dentistry 
in the hundred years of its ex ­ 
istence has b een in pub lic educa­ 
tion of the necessity for cleaning 
teeth in order to prevent decay. 
It is difficult for us to realize 
that the toothb rush and cheap 
dentifrices were m ade of horse 
hair or pieces of cloth or linen, 
som etim es of sponge. 
Sad Statistics. 
The use of the toothb rush is 
still in its infancy according to 
statistics, for it is estim ated that 
70 per cent of the population of 
N orth America have never had 
their teeth ex am ined and ab out 
60 percent have never b rushed 
their teeth. 
The idea of filling teeth and 
preserving them in.stead of pull­ 
ing them out is also an introduc­ 
tion of the last century. 
The old 
dentists used to use coins, gold 
and 
silver 
and 
lead, w herever 
they (:ould get it, for tooth filling. 
The introduction of plaster and 
enam el is credited to Laurie of 
Edinb urgh, ab out 1854. 
Crown and b ridge w ork, while 
it w as attem pted 
in 
very early 
times, has b een put on a scientific 
b asis only in q uite recent times. 
It w as in 1864 that a Swedish den­ 
tist suggested the fitting of a gold 
crown, and J. B. Beers, an A m eri­ 
can dentist, in 1873, m ade a gold 


Denti.stry has naturally profit­ 
ed from two great advancx *s in 
medicine—one, 
the 
introduction 
of anaesthesia for which dentists 
were 
considerab ly 
responsib le, 
and two, the use of the X -ray. 
Local anaesthesia has, for most 
dentists, taken the place of gen­ 
eral anaesthesia for m ajor dental 
operations. 
It seems strange that 
dentists, who have b een so large­ 
ly responsib le for the early w ork 
in anaesthesia, have never per­ 
fected a practical m ethod of pre­ 
venting pain in m inor operations, 
such as drilling and cavity-filling. 
Ouch! 
The X -ray. of course, is a great 
b oon to dentists. A great deal has 
b een learned ab out tooth infec­ 
tion, uncrupted teeth, m alposition, 
since its introduction. 
I feel that 
we should pass on a w arning from 
Dr. W alter S. Thompson of Los 
Angeles who 
cautioned 
women 
against w earing 
heavy m ake-up 
w hen they go to dentists for X - 
ray. 
The cosmetics m ay form a 
layer of m ineral sub stance on the 
skin w hich ab sorb s enough X -ray 
energy to cause b urns. 
It takes 
q uite a strong current to make 
got>d dental films and the d an ­ 
ger of b urning is b y no m eans 
th(?oretical. 
A nother great advance in den­ 
tistry is the specialty of ortho­ 
dontia or straightening teeth and 
creating good 
occlusion 
of 
the 
m outh, w hich is of course of b ene­ 
fit to general health. 
There is still w ork for dentists 
to do b ecause it ix estim ated that 
there are 830,000,000 cavity-pitted 
teeth in 
the 
United 
States, or 
ab out 6.5 b ad teeth per person.
